25 YEARS LAYER 

Beijing quiet, but 180,000 gather for Tiananmen anniversary vigil in Hong Kong

BEIJING As the 25th anniversary of China’s 
bloody crackdown on pro-democracy protest- 
ers passed quietly Wednesday two large video 
screens in the center of Tiananmen Square 
flashed Communist Party slogans. No one was 
supposed to acknowledge anything was out of 
the ordinary but reminders of the extraordi- 
nary events of June 4, 1989, were in plain sight. 

Troops rode in open-air jeeps, slowly lap- 
ping the plaza. Inside parked buses, uni- 
formed police cooled off until their next shift 
at security checkpoints. 

At the northeast corner of the square, a 
36 -year-old man struck up a conversation with 
a journalist. 

“You’re a reporter, right? They didn’t let you 
in, did they?” he said, almost under his breath. 

Asked why he had come to Tiananmen on 


this day he replied: “Simple. I’m here because 
Xi Jinping doesn’t want anyone here today” 

He glanced around a bit cagily after men- 
tioning the Chinese president. 

But how many others shared his senti- 
ments— or even his awareness of the anni- 
versary— was unclear. The state-run media 
do not mention it; China’s armies of Internet 
censors prevent any discussion of it; even 
some messages containing the number “25” 
were blocked from social networking sites 
Wednesday 

Tourists seemed to understand that they 
were supposed to avoid the area. By late after- 
noon, the square had only a few hundred tour- 
ists and a far larger security presence. 

The scene was far different in Hong Kong, 
a former British colony that returned to Chi- 
nese rule in 1997 but retains a separate politi- 


cal system and greater liberties. 

More than 180,000 people converged 
Wednesday night on Victoria Park for a can- 
dlelight vigil, according to organizers. Under 
Hong Kong’s looming skyscrapers, raUy orga- 
nizers read out the names of those who had 
died in the protests 25 years ago, including a 
9 -year-old girl. 

Holding up candles, the crowd at one point 
repeated two chants: “Pass on this spirit from 
generation to generation” and “Fight to the 
end.” 

But at the site of the 1989 killings Wednes- 
day a young woman asked her male compan- 
ion, “Don’t you think it is a bit strange today?” 
as they waited in a security line at the square. 

“I heard something happened here,” the 
man replied, before the couple lapsed into 
silence.

Tank Man identity 
still a mystery

Tank Man. For 25 years, foreign reporters 
have sought to identify the brave, soli- 
tary figure in the most memorable photo 
to emerge from China’s crackdown on 
pro-democracy protesters in Tiananmen 
Square. And still, the mystery endures. 

Shortly after noon on June 5, 1989, the 
day after troops stormed through Beijing 
and into the square to crush the politi- 
cal uprising that had paralyzed and elec- 
trified the capital for weeks, a lone man 
with shopping bags in both hands briefly 
stopped a column of oncoming tanks on 
the Avenue of Eternal Peace. 

The standoff was captured by newspa- 
per photographers and TV news crews. 

No one knows for sure the man’s 
name, or whether he’s dead or alive. Still, 
Time magazine named him one of the 
century’s Top 20 revolutionaries, whose 
“moment of self-transcendence [was 
seen] by more people than ever laid eyes 
on Winston Churchill, Albert Einstein 
and James Joyce combined.” 

But it’s unclear whether Tank Man has 
ever been aware what an enduring sym- 
bol he became, because in China, the im- 
age remains barred. 

This year, a French TV crew tried to 
do interviews in Beijing about the crack- 
down, showing passersby the picture of 
Tank Man and seeing what they recalled. 

Within 10 minutes, police arrived and 
ordered the journalists into a squad car, 
the Foreign Correspondents Club of 
China reported. 

They were taken to a station for ques- 
tioning and later accused of “disturbance 
of public order.”

She ended the season serv- 
ing Piper some hard truth, caiiing her a 
“mean giri” who needs to ciean herseif 
from the inside out. 

In Season 2: We get one of the best f iash- 
backs of the entire series, to Suzanne’s 
chiidhood, that sadiy seems to expiain 
that awf ui head-smacking she does. Have 
tissues handy. 





Gloria Mendoza 

(Selenis Leyva) 

Where we left her: In charge of the kitchen 
and at war with Red after Red attempts to 
sabotage Mendoza and her kitchen. 

In Season 2: We learn more about her back- 
story and crimes. Red is no longer her only 
adversary in the prison as the Spanish tribe 
begins to clash with the black inmates. 


Tasha Taystee Jefferson 

(Danielle Brooks) 

Where we left her: Back in prison after vio- 
iating her paroie, and working in the iibrary 
with her best friend, Poussey. 

In Season 2: This is Taystee’s season. An oid 
friend— possibiy the one responsibie for her 
incarceration— joins her in orange and cre- 
ates serious confiict. 


Galina ‘Red’ Reznikov 

(Kate Mulgrew) 

Where we left her: Peeved that she’d iost 
controi of her kitchen to Mendoza, Red at- 
tempted to sabotage the hoiiday meai by 
setting a fire. This backfires, injuring Gina 
Murphy and isoiating Red. 

In Season 2: Red’s hair has taken an unfor- 
tunate turn, she’s stiii eating Cup O’Noodies 
and an oid friend of Taystee’s with a mys- 
terious connection to Big Red returns to 
prison, creating quite the piot twist. 


Tiffany ‘Pennsatucky’ Doggett 

(Taryn Manning) 

Where we left her: In a pool of blood in the 
snow-Tucky corners Piper with a shiv-cross, 
and Piper fights back. A lot. 

In Season 2: We find out if she and her rot- 
ten teeth survived Piper’s attack. 


Sophia Burset 

(Laverne Cox) 

Where we left her: Sophia has made peace 
with her wife’s desires to leave her for a 
pastor, gotten her dose of estrogen pills re- 
stored and found an unlikely friend in a nun 
while planning the Christmas pageant. 

In Season 2: Noticeably absent thus far- 
we’ve seen the first six episodes-but here’s 
hoping she owns the rest of the season. 


Poussey Washington 

(Samira Wiley) 

Where we left her: Working in the iibrary 
and impressing the heii out of every- 
one with her pipes at the prison nativity 
pageant. 

In Season 2: We iearn her backstory— 
her dad might make you cry— but not her 
crime. She and Taystee grow cioser, eye- 
brows are raised.

Want more 
tension? 
You got It 

When “Orange Is 
the New Black” 
debuted on Netflix 
in July, viewers and 
critics applauded 
its use of a diverse, 
female cast with 
interesting storylines, 
courtesy of creator 
Jenji Kohan. But it 
also was worth noting 
that the stories of 
Litchfield’s female 
prisoners mostly 
were presented 
as they related to the show’s white, waspy 
lead. Piper Chapman, the least interesting 
character. Thankfully it looks like someone 
was paying attention to such criticisms: In 
Season 2, “Orange” radically shifts its focus 
to other characters last seen mainly in the 
background, the best thing the show could 
have done for its momentum. 

The season opener focuses on Piper in 
the immediate aftermath of her attack on 
Pennsatucky with an awesomely ’90s cameo 
from Lori Petty (“Tank Girl”) as a fellow 
inmate and a (surprise!) Chicago relocation, 
albeit briefly Add some Alex Vause closure 
and the first episode reads like, “Let’s get this 
cliffhanger crap out of the way and get to the 
good stuff” 

In a brilliant move by showrunners, Tay- 
stee, Poussey, Crazy Eyes and Mendoza take 
the lead throughout early episodes, as a war 
between the black and Latina inmates begins 
brewing. Those tensions are sparked by a 
newcomer, Taystee’s unofficial foster mother, 
Vee (Lorraine Toussaint), a manipulative drug 
peddler who used kids for distribution. 

Flashback scenes from Season i were some 
of the most powerful of the series, and Sea- 
son 2’s backstories are even more compelling, 
particularly those ofMorello (Christopher!), 
Mendoza (fire and candles!) and Crazy Eyes 
(adopted by pushy, optimistic white parents!). 

“OITNB” probably would have gone on to 
be a fine series had it continued to center on 
Piper’s story But the writers must have real- 
ized, as Piper does this season, that the world 
doesn’t revolve around her soap problems. 
The complexity of the other inmates’ time 
served is more compelling than ever, and six 
episodes in, the tensions building are nearly 
unbearable— when and how is the bubble 
going to burst?

Of course there are some major issues 
with “OITNB.” Inmates are separated into 
groups: White, black. Latino, golden girls 
and “other.” This catchall misses the nuances 
of multi-race individuals and limits the con- 
versation of racial identity Also, many black 
and Latino characters are overly sexuaUzed, 
an age-old stereotype that’s due to be retired. 
And finally: The only way the non-WASP 
inmates’ stories are told is through the white 
girl’s lens, as if Piper’s narration validates 
these women’s stories in a way they can’t on 
their own. Hopefully, Season 2 will focus less 
on Piper’s perceptions and more on develop- 
ing other complex characters. 

I guess the only way to find out is some 
major binge-watching. After all, there’s no bet- 
ter way to spend a beautiful summer weekend 
than 13 straight hours of prison dramedy

Brewed by: Flesk Brewing for The Radler 
(2375 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-276-0270) 

How it happened: Adam Hebert, manag- 
ing partner at Logan Square restaurant The 
Radler, has been friends with one of Flesk’s 
brewers since high school. When he opened 
the German-style beer hall six months ago, 
reaching out to Flesk to brew two house la- 
gers was a no-brainer. “James {O’Brien} went 
to brewing school in Munich, so his ability 
to make German beers is ridiculous,” Hebert 
said. “He nailed it on the first shot.” The 
helles ($6 per half liter, $ii per liter) always 
will remain on tap, while the maibock 
($7 per half liter, $13 per liter) will rotate out 
this summer in favor of another seasonal 
brew from Flesk. For a refreshing heat- 
beater, try the helles in a Lemon Radler ($6), 
which combines the beer with lemon soda. 
Drink it with: The helles pairs well with most 
of the restaurant’s beer hall fare, including a 
Bavarian pretzel with barley-malt butter ($7), 
while the maibock works especially well with 
the smoked pork belly ($14). 

What’s next: A Flesk hefeweizen will debut in 
mid-June, which Hebert said will “kick ass” 
with The Radler ’s schnitzel ($22). 

Root Cellar Rye amber ale 

Brewed by: Begyle Brewing for Bottlefork 
(441 N. Clark St 312-955-1900) 

How it happened: Bottlefork chef/partner 
Kevin Hickey met the Begyle team through 
mutual friends when the brewery was just 
getting off the ground. “I feel really lucky to 
have been there with them at the true start 
of it all,” said Hickey Now that Begyle has 
expanded. Root Cellar Rye ($9 at Bottlefork) 
is available not only at the restaurant but 
in growlers at the Begyle’s North Center 
taproom as well. The beer’s name comes 
from some of the winter vegetables— pars- 
nips, sugar beets and celery root— used in the 
brewing process. 

Drink it with: The lunch menu’s smoked

these creations aren’t overly sweet, retaining their beer flavor with just a hint of fruit. 


corned beef sandwich ($15), which has spices 
that mirror the beer’s caraway, rye and juni- 
per flavors. 

What’s next: A rhubarb saison, also from 
Begyle, will debut at Bottlefork later this 
summer. 

Coming-soon chamomile wit 

Brewed by: Atlas Brewing Company for Parachute 
(3500 N. Elston Ave. 773-654-1460) 

How it happened: Parachute’s beverage 
director Matty Colston previously worked 
for Telegraph and Webster’s Wine Bar, where 
Atlas brewer Ben Sailer was a regular. “Ben 
always came into Webster’s with a growler, 
with new beers or experiments. I got to 
know his style of beer really well,” Colston 
said. “I got a sense of balance from his beers. 
They reminded me of European beers that I 
liked.” In the lead-up to the opening of Para- 
chute, a new Korean-American restaurant 
in Avondale, Colston worked with Sailer to 
brew a chamomile wit beer that should debut 
within the month. 

Drink it with: The pork belly and mung 
bean pancake ($10), a twist on Korean pub 
food that Colston said is “just crying for 
that beer.” 

What’s next: After the chamomile wit hits 
Parachute’s lone draft line within the month, 
Colston said he’s open to teaming up on 


more seasonal collaborations with Atlas or 
other area breweries. 

Fist City extra pale ale 

Brewed by: Revolution Brewing for Big Star 
(1531 N. Damen Ave. 773-235-4039) 

How it happened: After a Revolution beer 
dinner at Big Star in Wicker Park in the fall. 
Big Star’s assistant manager Laurent Lebec 
and the Revolution team casually decided— 
over shots, naturally— to team up for a sum- 
mer beer. “We’ve been pouring Revolution 
{beers} for a while and just think the world 
of those guys,” Lebec said. ‘And we love the 
idea of doing a beer with someone just up the 
street.” The result is Fist City ($5), an easy- 
drinking extra pale ale with some tropical- 
and citrus-leaning hops that’s made for long 
days on the patio. 

Drink it with: The al pastor tacos ($3 each), 
which feature charred pineapple that helps 
pick up the tropical hop flavors in the beer. 
What’s next: Look for Fist City to hit taps at 
other restaurants owned by One Off Hospi- 
tality including Nico Osteria, Avec and The 
Publican, plus other select bars.
